Use of Blinding 


Appeal for enforcement of the ordi- 
nance against the use of blinding 
headlights on automotles in Atlanta 
was made by the Atlanta Safety coun- 
cil Saturday in letters addressed to 
the police committee of council and 
the chief of police, following numer- 
ous cases of accidents resulting to 
pedestrians end other’ motorists 
through the use of these lights. The 
law, according to the executive com- 
mittee of the Safety Council, is being 
disregarded by thousands of motorists. 

Forrest Adair, who has been one of 
the most outspoken advocates of a 
more rigid enforcement of the traffic 
laws, declared to members of the 
Safety Council that use of these lichts 
constituted one of the most serious 
sources of danger. He effered to 
wager $500 to $100, the winnings to 
be turned over to the Community 
Chest Fund, that he could stand at 
any street intersection % a motor 
thoroughfare, on any night, and re- 
port more than 100 cases of illegal 
bright headlights within an hour. The 
police records, it is said, will show 
few, if any. charges of violation of 
the bright headlight law registered 
in months. 

“Motorists cannot fail to realize the 
danger of these bright lights, for thes 
themselves suffer severely from their 
use.”’ declared the Safety Council. in 
its letters to the authorities. “‘With a 
blinding light shining in a diver's 
face he is helpless. He must either 
stop or risk striking someone. A 
pedestrian crossing throuch such a 
glare is not seen untib it is too late. 
A car parked without a tail light, 
another violation all too frequent, 
cannot be seen in the face of such a 
glare.’ Scores of accidents recently 
have been ascribed to the glare of such 
lighis, which are wholly unnecessary 
within the city limits, besides being 
illegal. 

The cist of the ordinance re'ative to 
lights is as follows: 

Two lighted headlights, not to ex- 
ceed 32 candle-power each, must be 
used... The top of the rays of light 
must not be more than 42 inches 
above the roadway measured at the 
lamps and 75 feet reiead of the car. 
The aavs must melt into the road not 
over 160 feet ahead of the vehicle. 
Spotlights are not permitted —

lt was really a terrible game owing 
to the frightful weather—a sea of mud 
and slime, rain falling intermittently, 
every player sliding about on the grid- 
iron. So treacherous was the footing 
that even deep mud cleats were like 
roller skates, and in pursuit of a ball 
that was more elusive thap the tradi- 
tion al greased pig the players had 
terrible time. . 

And if any one wishes to know what 
the American public thinks of football 
he should have seen the sixty thousand 
maniacal people who waded through 
! mud and water to the stadium and 
then for two hours shouted themselves 
‘hoarse and not one of them thorght 
of leaving er of seeking shelter from 
the elements. There were as many 
costumes and adaptations of rubber 
and oil cloth as appeared many years 
ago when a Harvard team journeyed 
to New Haven and under similar con- 
ditions defeated Yale even a little bit 
worse than the 13 to 0 score today. 

Many Penalties. 

Naturally there were penalties in 
such a game. Harvard suffered one of 
these blows early in the game for 
roughing the forward passer. But 
they bravely recovered and by a couple 
of good punts placed themselves out 
of difficulty. And speaking of for- 
ward passes, upon the very few oc- 
casions when either side tried them the 
passer ¢ould hardly get the throw 
away and the receiver had no chance 
in the world of holding on to the ball, 

Harvard's punting was astonishing- 
ly good considering the condition of 
the ball and footing. During the first 
half Neale of Yale could not match 
these booming punts, but still he kept 
Yale out of difficulties.

The type of room, the sert of fur. 
hiture used, the wall coverings and 
even the floor finish are all factors | 
which must enter into the selection of 
the rug or rugs for the living rom. 
Other factors must be taken into con- 
sideration when choosing the floor 
covering for this room of rooms, are 
the personal preferences of the own 
ers and the amount of money which 
may be used. 

If it is settled that nothing but 
cretonue or chintz will do for hang- 
ings and for chair coverings, then the 
use of plain rugs is strongly advised : 
rugs of Wilton or velvet, or of ingrain 
or tlax, if less expensive rugs are de- 
sired. Too many figures and flowers 
and too many colors make for disquiet 
and no room can be restful and satis- 
factory under such 2 condition. 

A Wilton or velvet rug in soft 
neutral tones will form a most de- 
ligheful background for the furniture 
and hangings, and will be found most 
satisfying and harmonious, as well 
as pussessing wearing qualities which 
are almost beyond belief. Sand, gray, 
in many shades, tan and taupe are all 
good neutral shades and will be 
found desirable background for good 
furniture and flowery hangings. 

Selecting Oriental Rugs. 

In Oriental rugs, it must be remem- 
bered to select those which will not 
detract from the rest of the furnish- 
ings. These beautiful rugs may be 
ful and beautiful, but those of the 
more pronounced colorings are a bit 
had in seft tones, which are both rest- 
cult .to combine happily with the 
other furnishings. Whether large or 
small Oriental rugs are used is again 
a matter of preference. Large rugs 
are lovely and most desitalde, but 
the first outlay must of necessity be 
large.

Fireplace Center of Interest. 


The point of central interest in the 
living room is, of course, the fire- 
place. Today it is fashionable to be 
old-fashioned. Fortunate is the 
mother of the household if she can 
have a real fire on her hearth. So 
vital did the Roman of old consider 
the fireplace that he established for 
the ancient city of Rome a central 
bearth where the Vestal Virgins kept 
burning the sacred fire in honor of 
Vesta, the goddesvs of the home. The 
mother of the house can be her own 
Vesta if she can coax her family 
about her to the fireplace. 

If the architecture of the living 
room permits a real hearth fire, the | 
effect desired is quaintness and home- 
ly comfort and this may be accentuat- 
ed by the necessary equipment for 
keeping the fire in trim. Among these 
are the andirons. In a small room, 
they should be of simple design, and 
may be had in plain iron, brass, or 
copper. Along with these come fire- 
side sets, charmingly reminiscent of 
the old Engli sh inn where the frozen 
stagecoach traveler would rouse the 
flames wiih the lelows, cr break the 
glowing coals with the poker. These 
sets have shovels, pokers, fire tongs, 
and hearth brushes to match the 
ar ons. In front of the hearth 
should be placed the steel fire-screen, 
and, by the side, may be the pictur- 
esque faggot basket. If the room is 
majestic in size,-the hearth furnish- 
ings may be more elaborate, but in 
either case, as far as porsible, the 
design and quality of fireside furnish- 
ings should match the lighting fixtures 
of the room. 

Decorating the Mantel. 

Whether the hearth fire be real- 
ized or not, the old-fashioned mante! 
is coming into its own. It is fre- 
quently of marble, but may be built 
very charmingly of red pricks, plain 
or designed. The modern hand has 
ruthlessly swept all bric-a-brac from 
the mantelpiece, and permits, per- 
haps, two candlesticks, one at either 
end, with a clock or other larger |; 
piece between them as the only decor- 
ations. This is restful to the eye, 
and detracts nothing from the atten- 
tion due to the hearth itself.

Washington dispatches Say that 
President Coolidge has completed 
the text of his message to the sixty- 


eighth congress, and that taxation | 


will be one of the three paramount 
issues upon which he will make spe- 
cific recommendations. 

That he will favor the Mellon plan

THE MOUNTAIN SYSTEM. 
A recent news dispatch from 
Blairsville gives encouraging infor- 
mation as to the activity of the 
State highway commission in devel- 
Oping the system of hard surfaced 
mountain roads that was contem- 
plated upon the completion of the 
Constitution-government expedition 
in June 1922.

B. Slack, State 
Construction Engineer H. G. Smith, 
and Division Highway Engineer H. 
W. Morgan, who came here from At- 
lanta through Lawrenceville, Gaines- 
ville and Cleveland making plans for 


the Toccoa basin on the Cherokee 
national forest and tie in with for- 
est roads which converge and ex- 
tend down the Toccoa river and con-| 
nect up with project No. 4, of this 
highway association, in Fannin coun- 
ty, which ties in with state route 
No. 2 at Morganton, Ga, 


in 


Kealizing that the allocation of 
$40,000 made by the district for- 
ester for road development into and 
through the Toccoa basin had to be 
matched by some local funds, this 
association suggested a plan where- 
by local counties could help create 
a Special state fund for this purpose 
by allocating some of their new 
county gas tax money, and the 
counties of Union, Lumpkin and

Moreover, while he was in France 
Baldwin saw Poincare and an official 
report of the meeting asserted that its 
immediate effect had been to restore 
a friendly atmosphere to the Angle 
French entente. This was interpreted 
in nce and in Britain as meaning 
Baldwin bad backed down.

Instantly the Briti 
government, both in and out of “ 
league, took the lead against Italy. 
The whole weight of British inf‘uence 
in Europe was flung abruptly aguinst 
the Italians. The French, on their 
side, while they avoided indorsing 
Italian policy and insisted upou the 
ultimate evacuaton of Corfu wy the 
Italians, skillfully gave the impres 
sion of friendliness to Mussolini, in 
vivid contrast to Baldwin's policy of 
bitter bostility.

At this point America entered the 
picture. The wholly perfunctory en- 
dorsement by the new president of 
his predecessor’s policies, including 
that disclosed in Secretary Hughes’ 
New Haven speech was made the 
basis for the launching of a British 
note to Washington, an invitation 
to join in an international confer- 
ence to fix reparations. In a word 
it was a final, desperate attempt of 
Stanley Baldwin to find in America 
the support lacking in Europe 
biock the Poincare policy. 

But it was a gambler’s throw. not 
the venture of a careful business man 
or a cautious politician. For if it 
failed, the result would be new criti- 
cism at home and new resentment 
in France. | If, despite the invita- 
tion, America finally did not come. 
Baldwin would be accused of blun- 
dering by his British critics, while 
he would meet with still more deter- 
mined opposition from France. And 
of course the appeal to the United 
States was doomed to failure be- 
cause there was no willingness in 
this country to go to Europe to join 
in an Anglo-F rench fight. The sole 
condition on which we would go had 
been often enough proclaimed by Mr.

from Hollywood by Jesse L. Lasky, | 


first vice president of the Famous 
Players-Lasky corporation, whose re- 
cent pronouncement against extrava- 
gance in picture making caused a 
furor in the picture business, Mr. 
Lasky, having seen the effect of 
the civosing oruer on the stuglio torces, 
declares balf the battie agdinst sear 
ing production costs has aiready been 
won. 

“Some people get the idea that we 
were not going to make any more 
pictures,” said Mr. Lasky. ‘This is 
silly. ‘There will be no curtailment 
of production; but there will 
curtailment of waste. Utherg are con- 
struing the move a@s a stef back to 
ecbheaper pictures. This is equally ridi- 
culous. Pictures are not good enough 
now—probably never will be good 
enough. And it is our job to make 
them better and better. 

“We are simply determined to 
make every dollar spent in production 
return us a dollar value on the 
screen—and we will make better pic 
tures.”

The fact that 104 representative clubs which form the Atlanta City 
Federation of Women’s clubs enthusiastically indorsed at a recent open 
meeting, the resolution offered by Mrs. Price Gilbert, chairman of legis- 
lation, to make Armistice Day a national Thanksgiving is of state, national 
and perhaps international importance. | 

The resolution declares that the last Thursday of November has no 
particular historic association, no especial significance or sentiment, and 
is of necessity a varying date, and that Armistice Day, November 11, 


marks one of the most important events in history to most nations of 


the earth, and should be perpetuated, recognized, and appropriately 
Observed each year. 

Mrs. Gilbert’s resolution gives credit for the suggestion to J. H. 
Dozier, of Athens, that Armistice Day be made a national celebration by 
law. This is a glorious aim and ideal presented to club women by Mrs, 
Gilbert, and if the women of Georgia support the movement it will be a 
tribute to their patriotism and sentiment that Armistice Day be con- 
secrated as the national Thanksgiving date. 

United womanhood of Georgia could lend its concerted efforts 
to no better service than to put into concrete form the sentiment em- 
braced in this resolution, and work toward the fulfillment of a plan which 


would mark a day commemoraed by practically all the nations of the | 


earth. ~ 

The fifst Thanksgiving celebration was held by the Plymouth colony 
in 1621, but it was not generally observed in the United States until after 
the revolution. It was not until 1863 that its observance was recom- 
mended by the president of the United States. 

If the united efforts of the world are directed toward peace, what 
better initial step towards universal peace could be recorded than the 
common celebration of a day of thanks? 

What nation could harbor treachery or hatred toward another If 
her people, of every religion and creed, were offering thanks and praise 
to the same God for delivery from the frightful spectre of war?

We have 
learned to stimulate th. ught and. in 
terest in the best thinys of tife and 
we have learned to crente sentiment 
and desire and actual demand for the 
righf. Our clubs are to be congratu- 
lated upon the extent and character 
of their achievements. | 

“But we are now entering upon 
an era of very wonderfy] growth--a 
development which can ‘«€ limited only 
by the epirit of our «clubs or by in- 
adequate space in which to expand 
and multiply our activities. I have 
no fear concerning the former lim'ta- 
tion. ‘The spirit of eaci club is al- 
wavs measured by the spirit of che 
individual members and that has 
never been found wanting when put 
to the test. The latter “imitation ‘s 
the one which should receive our ia- 
mediate attention. 

Clubs Inadequate.

use. 
By the time of Charles IT in Eng- 
land, they hadi come into some con- 
siderable use—but for the wealthy 
and nobility only—and quite dif- 
ferent in shape and style from what 
we usually visualize them. It was 
most natural, therefore. that these 
early candlesticks shold take some- 
what of the same general form of the 
Inmps and be likewise squat und low- 
ly in aspect.

Desmond Taylor Case 


| is now more than eighteen 

months since the mysterious 

murder of William Desmond 

Taylor in his cottage in Hol- 

lywood, and no real light has 

yet been shed upon the case. 
The circumstances are fresh in the 
memory of everyone. On February 
2, 1922, he was found lying beside his 
desk with a bullet hole in his breast. 
The desk was strewn with canceled 
checks and letters as if he had been 
transacting business when his murder- 
er attacked him. There were 
other mysterious features in 
the case. 

At the time of his death 
Taylor was one of the best 
known motion picture directors 
in the world. He was known 
to have earned more than a 
million dollars; and yet at his 
death he left no more than.ten 
thousand dollars in cash, and 
when his effects came to be 
valued it was found to consist 
of twe automobiles, a piano, a 
phonograph and some small 
jewelry.

This man 

was declared to have made 

away in an automobile. There 

were other scraps of evidence. 

A woman’s nightgown was 

found in the house and there 

was evidence to show that the 

purveyors of drugs were incens- 

ed against Taylor because he in- 

tefered with their nefarious profits. It 

is always a difficult matter in such 

cases for the police to winnow the 

grain from the chaff. They found 

that Taylor had deserted his first wife, 

that his second wife had divorced him 

and that on some occasion years be- 

fore a woman was alleged to have 

committed suicide on his account. It 

was quite clear, however, that none 

of these facts, if they were facts, had 

anything to do with the murder. The 

first task of the police was naturally 

to seek Sands, the dismissed secre- 

tary. The revolver with which the 


murder was committed was never’ 


found and, as far as was known, 
Sands was the only man who might 
conceivably have a motive for doing 
his late master an injury. Cases of

It was 
believed that Sands robbed him con- 
sistently and that he kept the criminal 
class, with whom he was in touch, in- 
formed about Taylor’s mode of life. 
Sands was well aware of Taylor’s hab- 
it of reviewing manuscripts and check- 
ing accounts in his house from 10 
o’clock until he weht to bed, which 
was at any time from midnight until 
2 o’clock in the morning. Sands used 
to disappear for days at a time and 
during his absences he would ring up 
his employer and threaten him. How 
far Taylor was actuated by a desire to 
reform him or how far he feared he 
might go in the case of an open rup- 
ture is not known. It is certain he 
forgave Sands more than once and 
that the rupture only came when he 
found that during his absence Sands 
had forged his name to checks. When 
he returned there was a stormy scene 
between the two and Sands openly 
threatened him. 

There were facts in the case which 
showed that important people at Hol- 
lywood were anxious to hush up the 
case for fear of the scandals that 
might come out, but this, of course, is

Modesty Is Mental, Not Dependent on Clothes, Says them, | feel that they are the ones 


Theatrical Producer.

1’VE heard some people say 
that modesty and the chorus 

girl were a long, long distance 
apart; that it’s doubtful if one 
would recognize the other, 
should they chance to meet. 
They were. people who ‘had gone 


to, the various big musical revues 
now running in New York, and hased 
then assertions largely on the fact 
that now-a-days a revue has a nude 
girl in it—or at best, a very scantily 
draped girl—or it isn’t a revue. 

| feel that they were wrong—this in 
spite of the fact that in this year’s 
“Vanities” there are two scenes in 
which several practically. hude girls 
appear. pe pe 

Those scenes are very beautiful; 
this is not merely my opinion, but 
the opinion of hundreds and hundreds 
of people who have seen the show. 

One of the scenes shows several 
girls dancing, on a platform that is 
raised above the~stage. On another 
level is a harpist, playing, and they 
dance to her music. They are very 
‘scantily draped, and very softly light- 
ed. The effect is very beautiful, and 
iS :mpersonal as that of a wonderful 
‘painting. 

People see _ beauty. They don't 
‘think: .“‘Those girls have almost no 
clothes on,” unless they themselves 
have the sort of minds that see nudity 
“instead of ‘beauty. 


There is another scene in which 
several almost nude girls pose on a 
revolving pedestal. It also is beautt- 
ful, as lovely statues are. Myself, I 
see nothing shocking in such a scene. 
Differently done I believe that it 
would be shocking. I have seen sim- 
ilar scenes on the stage this year in 
New York which | found. offensive. 
lt is all in the way in which such a 
scene is handled, of course. 


BELIEVE that modesty is purely 

mental. If a girl hasn’t a modest 
mind, it won’t make any difference 
how many clothes she wears. Modes- 
ty must be in her, not in her clothes. 

Even in the days when women wore 
clothes that would exactly suit the 
prudes of today, there were immodest 
women. 

There are girls who can walk out 
on a stage in front of a theater-full 
of people, wearing little or nothing, 
and not even approach immodesty. 
They have beautiful bodies and know 
it. They may have been artists’ mod- 
els, and have learned that beauty is 


beauty, first, last 
and should be so regarded. 
be far more particular about. their 


and all the time, 
They may 


conduct than are girls who would 
condemn.them for lack of modesty. 

The same thing applies to audi- 
ences, 

If they come to the theater to see 
“The Vanities” because they have 
heard that there are nude girls in it, 
they’re immodest, it seems to me. If 
they want to see the show because 
it’s entertaining, and has some very 
beautiful numbers in it, that’s differ- 
ent. 

lf the nude girls are just nude to 


who are immodest, and not the girls. 


HERE has always been a great 

deal of discussion about this ques- 
tion of how much girls can wear or 
can’t wear on the stage. 1-believe 
that it is not the production that is 
seen on the stage, but the people who 
see it, that should be discussed. 

And it is the audtence that should 
be carefully selected, rather than the 
show that should be censored. 

Of course, in New York our audi- 


ences are made up of people from 
all over the country. When people 
say: ‘Well, of course this doesn’t 
shock New York, but just wait till the 
show goes to some of the other cities, ”’ 
1 feel that they’re making a mistake. 
I try to hear what the people in the 
theater say about my _ productions, 
when they come out into the lobby 


during intermissions or after the show 


is over, and as far as I’ve been able 
to find out, they have seen beauty 
rather than nudity where beauty was 
to be seen. 

After all, standards are such false 
things! What is quite permissible in 
one country is all wrong in another. 
Nor does one need to go abroad to 
find amazing differences in people’s 
opinions of right or wrong. 1 am re- 
minded of a young woman who con- 
sidered that her best friend was doom- 
ed to eternal punishment because she 
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wore false hair. She was actually 
Shocked by it. Yet she herself had 
no scruples about taking another 
friend’s husband away from her! 

in this country we have certain 
standards regarding clothes. In other 
countries they disagree with us. | 
have seen bathing suits on the fash- 
ionable beaches in some countries in 
Europe that would have called out the 
police in this country. Yet nobody 
thought anything about them—no- 
body but me, that is. 

Our standards change from year to 
year. The very short skirt was a 
radical departure from the modes of 
ten years ago—it would have heen 
considered. very shocking then. But 
it became fashionable, and was ac- 
cepted. This year, my observant eye 
tells me, skirts are long and very tight. , 
lf their tightness weren’t fashionable 
it would be shocking to some. So 
there you are. Modesty is a matter, 
not of conviction, but of fashion. 


FENHERE is nothing to be ashamed 

of about the human form, if it’s 
beautiful. Clothes were invented for 
comfort, and to cover lack of beauty. 
We admire the statue modeled from 
a beautiful woman; her body is far 
more beautMul, because flesh is more 
beautiful than marble. 

| have tried to make ‘“‘The Vani- 
ties’’ a pageant of beauty. I have en- 
gayed the prettiest girls | could find 
for it. I have costumed them with but 
one thought—to enhance their beau- 
ty, and present beautiful effects on 
the stage. I have tried to exalt the 
human form; to show. people how 
lovely beautiful girls really are. 

It has been an attempt that was 
worth while; people have thronged to 
the theater and been loud in their 
praise. 

They have not come to be shocke 
ed; if by chance any of them did, 
I'm sure they were disappointed! 

Perhaps the public is being educated 
to accept truth as it really is; to in- 
sist on being allowed to see beauty, 
and not have censors step in and pre- 
vent tuem. 

lf this is true, we may expect more 
and more beautiful effects on the 
stage. 1 have some in mind that I’d 
like to put on in the ‘near future!

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The Sea's Rough Hand—Port Adelaide 


T sunup next morning I arose; 
-and having washed at the 
pump in the stable yard, and 
coaxed the cook of a nearby 
eating house to give me some 
breakfast, | parted with my 
last sixpence to take the train to Port 
Adelaide. From here my sanguine 
nature led me to believe that a passage 
to West Australia, either by coasting 
Steamer or Sailing vessel, would be 
easy to obtain. As a sailor, | felt sure 
that I should have no trouble in work- 
ing my way around. Should this not 
be practical, | was prepared to ship 
as cook, steward, or in any other 
capacity, and in the event of all these 
things failing, 1 made 
up my mind to “stow 
away.” 
As | had been in ‘Port 
Adelaide many _ times 
before there were sév- 
eral sailors’ resorts in 
which I was known. 
Taking advantage . of 
this, on my arrival at 
the seaport I made 
straightway for a dock- 
hetel, called the 
(Queen’s Arms and there 
put up. Having spent 
much money in. this 
house and being looked 
upon as a_ traveler 
bound for the west, ! 
was, in spite of my bush 
rig, welcomed as an old 
and treated as 
one’ whose financial 
condition was unquestioned.

ately took up my abode at the 
Queen’s Arms with the idea of 
leaving behind me an unpaid 


bill. Nothing, | can assure you, 
was further from my thoughts. 
| was merely gambling on the 
hope 1 had of getting a ship 
and receiving the usual wages 
in advance—a hope which | 
felt very certain would be ful- 
filled. 
Imagine my surprise then, when, 
upon looking around, I found the port 


literally overflowing with men in the 
same predicament as myself, and all 
amxious to get to the same place. Un- 
der the influence of the magic words 
“vold rush,” the roving army of min- 
ers had, with one accord, turned their 
faces toward the ‘‘new find;” and 
many farmers, stockmen, shearers, 
and tradesmen had dropped their tools 
to do likewise. The unemployed, too, 
had turned out in great force; it 
seemed as though every sundewner 
and vagabond in the colony had made 
his way to the last port of call, So 
great, indeed, was the numbers of 
these impecunious gold seekers that 
the local government had instituted 
the building of a sea wall, in order that 
all who would might have employ- 
ment and the means to live. I found 
that all vessels, not only those char- 
tered by Derby, but those bound to 
any port in West Australia, had se- 
cured all the hands they needed at 
earlier ports, and that stowaways were 
most diligently searched for*before 
leaving harbor. At first 1 would not 
helieve it, and spent several days vain- 
ly hanging about the steamboat 
wharves, importuning chief stewards, 
cugineers and captains. At the end of 
a week I began to see that my chances 
of reaching Kimberly and of paying 
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my hotel bill were equally slender. 
Though this somewhat staggered 
me, I soon rallied, and tried to think 
my way out of the situation. En- 
sconcéd in an easy chair in the hotel 
smoking room, with an unpaid for 
cigar in my mouth, and my. hands 
deep in my empty pockets, | lay back 
and pondered over the scrape I was

in. Here I was, enjoying unusually 
good fortune, having plenty to eat, 
enough to drink, and a good bed to 
lie on, and instead of appreciating it 
1 was forever harassed by the ques- 
tion, How is it to be paid for? - That 
large and ever growing hotel bill hung 
over my head like the sword of Da- 
mocles. Every time I entered the din- 
ing room I felt like a thief, the polite- 
ness of the waiters embarassed me, 
and if by chance or courtesy the pro- 
prietor addressed me, I felt sure that 
he could see into my pockets. In 
gloomy meditation I sat for hours try- 
ing to invent some scheme of evading 
the disclosure which I felt sure must 


sooner or later come. But my wits 
refused to work, and I went to bed 
feeling very miserable, thinking how 
much happier Prince and | had been, 
-Sleeping in the wagon ruts on the road 
down from Silverton, where, though 
water was scarce, the food poor, and 
chambermaids were not, at least we 
had clear conscieaces, | 
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AWAKENED the next morning 

with an idea—one that, strange 
to say, had not occurred to me before. 
| had remembered that I possessed a 
watch, upon which | was reasonably 
sure | could raise enough money to 
leave the Queen’s Arms without dis- 
honor. It was an old gold timepiece 
that my grandfather had owned in 
Rothsay, on the Isle of Bute, Scot- 
land. It was an heirloom that had 
been handed down to me many years 
before, and much as I disliked part- 
ing with it 1 concluded that it was the 
the right and only thing to be done. 
After polishing up the case with some 
whiting that | begged from the kitch- 


en maid, made my way, not without 
some trepidation, to a pawnshop, 
where | was granted a loan of thirty 
shillings upon the watch. 


With a light heart I returned to my 
hotel and called for the proprietor. 
After explaining my reasons for leay- 


ing, | asked for my account, and 


promptly paid over the whole of the 
money | had received for the watch. 


When | was about to gather up my 
few belongings, mine host, partly 
from pity, and partly, perhaps, be- 
cause he found some elements of hon- 
esty in me, said that, if 1 liked, I 
might stay and work for him. 

He said he was constantly in want 
ot a man to do odd jobs about the 
place, and that, if | would put in five 
or six hours’ work a day, he would 


in return, find me beer, tobacco, and 
food. His proposal, I assured him, 
would suit me capitally. It seemed 
indeed quite an ideal arrangement, in- 
somuch as | should be free for some 
time each day to lie in wait for an 
opportunity to get around to the gold 
fields. 

That day Iwas started at the re- 
spectable work of building a hen 
coop. Later | was set the task of rig- 
ging and painting a flag pole. From 
these things I descended, by degrees, 
to shelling peas for Sunday dinner and 
taking care of the landlady’s baby. 
Finally, in the rush of Saturday night 
business, | was inveigled into the bar 
room to help tend -bar. 1 did not 
care for these jobs so I strapped up 
my bundle and left. 

My next move was to the Sailors’ 
home, This, as you doubtless know, 
is a charitable institution, to be found 
in most of the large seaports of the 
world. Its object is to keep sailors 
from falling into the unscrupulous 
hands of the boarding house masters 
of crimps, and to provide them with 
clean, comfortable quarters at reason- 
able rates, while in port. If a seaman 
has no money the home will take him 
in until he finds a ship, payment for 
board and lodging being deducted 
from his advance money. Now do not 
worry about the poor home. They 
are like the Y. M. C.-A, and all other 
charitable institutions, in that they 
never get left. The percentage is al- 
ways in their side of the ledger. Their 
help ss always extended to those who 
can and must some day repay. I speak 
from first hand experience. 

Upon applying to the superintend- 
ent of the home, he informed me that 
he would take me in, on condition 
that | accept the first chance of ship- 
ping. Though I agreed to this stipu- 
latien with apparent willingness I must 
admit that I had no intention of being 
Shipped off to Hong Kong or around 
the “‘Horn.”” My destination was Wes 
tralia, and to Westralia | would go, 
and nowhere else. For | had still a 
hope that 1 should find some kind 
of a billet aboard a coaster bound in 
that direction. 


The second day after my arrival, a 
crew was wanted to ship for San Fran- 
cisco. As soon as I heard the news | 
feigned sickness and thus escaped be- 
ing sent to the eastward. Then, for 
two weeks no calls were made upon 
the institution, and, in the meantime, 
| boarded everything that floated in 
the harbor—ships, barks, colliers, tug- 
boats,-and “hookers” of every nation

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URIEL ELIOT’S friends and 

contemporaries were in the 

habit of describing her as 

“the most brilliant girl in 

town;” she was “‘up on simp- 

ly everything,” they said, 
and it was customary to add the ex- 
clamation: ‘‘How on earth she finds 
the time!’’ 

And since Muriel also found time 
to be always charmingly dressed, in 
harmony-with her notable comeliness, 
the marvel of so much upness in her 
infant twenties may indeed need a lit- 
tle explaining. ° 

Her own conception was that she 
was a “‘serious” person and cared for 
“serious reading’’—that is to say, aft- 
er she left college, she read, not what 
is acceptably called “‘literature,”’ but 
young journalists’ musings about what 
aspires to be called that; she was not 
at all interested in buildings or pic- 
tures or statues themselves, but 
thought she was; read a little of what 
is printted about such things in re- 
views, and spoke of “‘art’”’ and “‘litera- 
ture’ with authoritative conviction. 

She was a‘ kind-hearted girl, and 
she believed that ‘‘capitalismi’”’ was the 
cunning device of greedy men to keep 
worthy persons under heel; hence. it 
tolkowed that all ‘‘capital’’ should be 
taken away from the “capitalist class”’ 
by the ‘‘people;”’ and not picturing 
herself as in any way uncomfortably 
affected by the process of seizure, she 
called herself a ‘‘socialist.”’ 


In addition to all this, Muriel’s up- 
ness included “‘the new psychology” 
and the appropriate humorous con- 
tempt for the Victorian period; that 
elastic conception of something-or- 
cther which, according to the writing 
young ladies and gentlemen who were 
her authorities, seems to extend from 
about the time of the Battle of. Tip- 
pecanoe to the close of President 
Taft’s administration. 

Muriel, like her original sources ‘of 
information, was just being conscious 
of herself as an authority at about 
the latter date—she was twelve then: 
and at twenty she began to speak’ of 
having spent her youth in the late 
Victorian period. That obscure decade 
before her birth, that time so formless 
and dark between the years of our 
Lord 1890 and 1900, was _mid-Vic- 
torian; people still mistook Tennyson 
and Longfellow for poets. 


YOMETIMES older women thought 
b Muriel a little hard; she was both 
brilliant and scholarly, they admitted; 
but the papers she wrote for the wom- 
en’s clubs were so ‘‘purely intellec- 
tual,’’ so icily scientific, so little reti- 
cent in the discussion of love, mar- 
riage and children, these ladies shook 
their heads. 

The new generations, as expressed 
by Muriel, lacked something impor- 
tant, they complained; for nothing less 
than maidenliness itself had been lost, 
and with it the rosebud of reveries, 
the twilight half-dreams of a coming 
cavalier, the embowered guitar at 
moonrise. 

In a word, the charm of maiden- 
hood was lost because romance was 
lost. Muriel lacked the romantic im- 
azination, they said, a quality but ill 
replaced by so much ‘“‘new thought.”’ 

They made this mistake the more 
naturally because Muriel herself made 
ii, though of course she did not think 
of her supposed lack of romance as a 


Here’s Another of the Fascinating Series Telling of the 
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fault. She believed herself to be a se- 
verely practical person, and an origi- 
nally thinking person, as a quotation 
from one of her essays may partly ex- 
plain: 

‘I face the actual world as it is; 
I face it without superstition and with- 
out tradition. Despising both the non- 
sense and the misery into which form- 
er generations have been led by ro- 
mance, | permit no illusions to guide 
my thinking. I respect nothing mere- 
lv because it is established; | examine 
mathematically; 1 think mathemati- 
cally; I believe nothing that I do not 
prove.” 

When she wrote this, she was Se- 
rious and really thought it true; but 
as a matter of fact, what she believed 
to be her thinking was the occasional 
mulling over of scattered absorptions 
{rom her reading. Her conception of 
her outward appearance, being some- 
what aided by mirrors, came appreci- 
ably near the truth, but her concep- 
tion of her mind had no such guide, 

Her mind spent the greater part of 
its time adrift in half-definite dream- 
ing, and although she did not even 
suspect suc a thing, her romantic 
imagination was the abode in which 
she really dwelt. 

There was an astronomer who 
knows as much about the moon as 
can yet be known; yet when that 
moon is new in the sky, each month, 
he will be a little troubled if he fails 
to catch his first glimpse of it over 
the right shoulder. 

When he does fail, his disappoint- 
ment is so slight that he forgets all 
about it the next moment, and should 
you.ask him if he has any supersti- 
tion, he will laugh disdainfully, with 
no idea that he deceives both his ques- 
tioner and himself. This is the least 
of the mistakes he makes about his 
own thoughts; he..is mistaken about 
most of them; and yet he is a great 


man, less given to mistakes than the 


rest of. us. 
Muriel Eliot’s grandmother, who 
used to sing “Robin Adair,” who 


danced the Spanish fandango at the 


Orphan Asylum benefit in 1879, and 
wrote an anonymous love letter -to 
Lawrence Barrett, was not actually 
so romantic as Muriel, 


FANHE point is that Muriel’s dreami- 

ness, of which she was so little 
aware, had a great deal more to do 
with governing her actions than had 
her mathematical examinings and 
what she believed to be her thinking. 


Moreover, this was the cause of her 
unkindness to young Renfrew Mears, 
who lived across the street. Even to 
herself she gave other reasons for re- 
jecting him; but the motive lay deep 
in her romanticism; for Muriel, with- 
out knowing it, believed in fairies. 

Had she been truly practical, she 
would have seen that young Mr. Mears 
was what is called an “ideal match” 
for her. His grandfather, a cautious 
banker, had thought so highly of the 
young man’s good sense as to ledve 
him the means of a comfortable in- 
dependence; yet Renfrew continued

He was of pleasant appearance; he 
was kind, modest, thoughtfully polite, 
and in everything the perfect material 
from which the equerry or _ back- 
ground husband of a brilliant woman 
is constructed.

Muriel 
replied that she despised the capital- 
istic institution of marriage, and she 
believed that she meant what she 
said; but of course what she really 
wanted wasea fairy story.

But her most frequent picture of 
this mystic encounter was a painful 
one: she saw herself a bride upon the 
bridegroom’s arm and coming down 
the steps of the church; a+ passing 
Siranger, halting abruptly upon the 
pavement, gave her one look from 
dark and glowing eyes, a look fateful 
with reproach and tragic derision, 
seeming to say: ‘“‘You did not wait till 
I came, but took that-fool!” 

Then he passed on,- forever; and 
it was unfortunate for young Mr. 
Mears that the figure of the bride- 
groom in the foreshadowings invari- 
ably bore a general. resemblance to his 
own. Renfrew had more to over- 
come than appeared upon the surface; 
he had shadows to fight; and so have 
other lovers—more of them than 


is guessed—when ladies are reluc- - 


tant. 


For that matter, the thing is al- - 


most universal; and rare is the girl, 
however willing, who says “Yes,” 
without giving up at least some faint 
little tremulous shadow of a dream— 
though she may forget it and deny it 
as honestly as that astronomer for- 
gets and denies the moon and his 
right shoulder.

The Evidence of.the 


Supernatural

HE supernaturalness of the 

Bible is demonstrated by its 

working value. The benefi- 

cient results in society have 

been accomplished not by 

theories concerning inspira- 

tion or the formation of the 

canon but by the divine ideas and 

ideals which have worked as a leaven 

in human life. It was speculation 

about a book that marked the great 

distinctive principles of Christianity, 

for these principles were working their 

transformation in human life before 

there was a book. The inspired rev- 

elation produced the Christian life 

and Christian life produced the litera- 
ture. 

Dr. Borden P. Bowne makes the 


discrimination: *‘We must see that the 
revelation consists essentially in the 
new ideas concerning God and his will 
for men, and that all else, the history 
and the writing, are but means of 
setting forth and preserving these 
ideas. The church was Christian long 
before it had the Bible, as the Chris- 
tian ideas long preceded the comple- 
tion of the Biblical canon. The church 
is Christian because of the effective 
presence of those ideas, not because 
of its doctrine of scripture. If Chris- 
tianity were not a great world power, 
a great spiritual force here and now, 
its origin would be a matter of pro- 
tound indifference and nothing that 
happened thousands of years ago 
would ever make it credible to us. 


But when we find it to be such a pow- 
er, when we trace its progress like a 
mighty gulf stream through the ocean 
of human history; when we compare 
iis literature with that of other reli- 


gious systems, then we have a great 
historical and psychological problem 
for solution and we find no adequate 
solution except in the insight that God 
has been revealing himself, and estab- 
lishing a diviner kingdom in the earth. 
The only persons who will experience 
any sense of loss in this view are the 
dealers in proof-texts and detailed in- 
formation concerning the divine plans 
in government.”’ 


E have ever with us ithe pert- 

potetic preachers and lecturers 
who fail to see God in a more faithful 
application of Christian principles to 
the problems of human relationship 
but who prefer to look for him in an- 
cient predictions that demonstrate to 
their minds the culmination of the Zi- 
onist movement. They look away 
from. evidence for the divine as fresh 
as the dew of the morning and en- 
deavor to see the divinity of the scrip- 
tures in the fulfillment of some ob- 
scure prophecy. They choose “the 
letter that kills rather than the spirit 
that gives life.” They endeavor to 
distort facts and maintain that the 
supernaturalness of the Bible is de- 
pendent on an unnecessary freedom 
from every minor historical error and 
freedom from scientific. imperfection 


rather than in discerning its super- 
naturalness in the spiritual mission 
that is the purpose of God for it to 
perform. 


UCH a perversion of the mission 
) of Christian revelation is made 
an embarrassment by sincere but mis- 
taken advocates both to Christian 
work at home and in foreign fields. 
They are trying to foist on the world 
the Mormon and Mohammedan the ory 
of a divinely dictated book. 

Dr. Nolan R. Best, in interpreting 
the Westminster Confession of Faith, 
wrote: 

“The inerrancy of the Scriptures as 
to facts of nature and records of his- 
tory has come to be with a host of 


contemporary Christians the supreme 
test of authenticity of the book. But 
the eloquent and expansive chapter 
which the Westminster assembly pro- 
duced on the topic of the Bible con- 
contains not the barest suggestion of 
any such idea. Probably the authors 
of the. confession. would not have 
agreed among themselves whether in 
this sense the Bible is inerrant. But 
they did agree in regarding it as need- 
less to establish such a character for 
the book in order to-command for it 
the honor and deference and obedi- 
ence to which it is entitled by the di- 
vine supremacy which for far more 
significant reasons they attributed 
to it. The qualities which these men 
did think requisite in the Bible were 


such only as had evidently to do with 
the object for which God gave it to 
humanity. And they had no difficul- 
ty in defining to their own satisfac 
tion what that object was. It is sur- 
prising but gratifying to find that these 
learned and philosophic gentlemen, 
whose flow of language was singular- 
ly copious on other aspects of their 
subject, were terse, simple and senten- 
tious when they undertook to say 
what God intended the Scriptures for. 
Two lines suffice. When the books 
of the Old and New Testaments had 
teen rehearsed in order, they added: 

‘*All of which were given by in- 
spiration of God to be the rule and 
raith and life.’ 


Be HY then should any one who 

accepts at all the postulates of 
revelation think it a tottering foun- 
dation to put beneath the permanent 
influence of Scripture when it is said 
tq, rest on the obedient belief it se- 
cures from successive generations of 
humanity? Has that belief or that 
cbedience ever fatled in any age since 
the Bible came to be? It has ‘not. 
Nor will it until there Comes a genera- 
tion of men who have none of the 
spiritual longings which the God of 
the Bible put in them and which he 
gave them the Bible to satisfy; who 
have none of the sins from which 
Jesus came to redeem them; who have 
totally shut out the infinite spirit from 
access to their intelligence, their emo- 
tion and their will.”

“Are Revivals NecessaryP” 


UKE tells us in the Acts of 
the Apostles that on the first 
day of Pentecost following 
the crucifixion of Christ, the 


disciples were all together in - 


one place and that suddenly 
“there came a sound from 
as of a rushing mighty wind, 
and it filled all the house where they 
were sitting.”’ And unto the disciples 


there appeared ‘“‘cloven tongues like 


as of fire, and it sat upon each of 
them. And they were filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance.”’ ' 

Now in Jerusalem at that time were 
“devout men, out of every nation 
under heaven.” When they heard 
the simple Galileans who had followed 
Jesus speaking the languages of the 
earth, théy were amazed, and as they 
listened to Peter tell of Christ risen, 
they asked, ‘‘Men and brethren, what 
shall we do?” 

’ His reply has been repeated count- 
less times in the ensuing 1900 years: 
‘“‘Repent,_and be baptized every one 
of you in the name of Jesus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye shall 
receive the gift of the Holy Ghost” 

So forceful and convincing was Pe- 
ter’s exhortation that about three 
thousand souls were added to the fol- 
lowers of Christ. 

There were but one hundred and 
twenty outspoken believers there at 
the beginning of the day of Pentecost; 
the addition of three thousand multi- 
plied their number by twenty-five. To- 
day the number of Christians would 
have to be multiplied only three times 
to bring all the population of the 
world to the foot of the cross. 

Many Pentecostal periods have oc- 
curred since then, and as the very 
phrase “‘day of Pentecost’? has come 
to be used as a synonym for a period 
of revival, the revival and the revival- 
ist would seem to furnish the most 
appropriate theme for today. What 
lessons can we draw from our text, 
setting forth, as it does, the first great 
revival effort of the Christian church? 

There is a wide difference of opin- 
ion among Christians—even among 
preachers—as to the value of revivals. 
Some express doubts as to the perma- 
nence of the work of revivals. Some 
look with disfavor upon all seasons 
of revival, calling them “‘religious 
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‘one accord in one place.

N are reached amid excitement or 
result from abnormal experiences; this 
may be true of the most important 
resolves that man makes. It only re- 
quires a moment for the making of 
a decision, whether it be to steal, to 
kill, to ruin a life, or to say, “I will 
arise and go to my father.” 

It would be an unkind God who 
would make sin easy and repentance 
difficult. Sincere conversion and a 
permanent change in life often come 
as the result of some tragic experi- 
ence, like the death of a parent or 
child or life companion—sometimes as 
the result of experiences like that 
through which the prodigal son 
passed. 

A systematic search for souls by 
joint effort, such as is put forth in 
revivals, is not at all inconsistent with 
the extending of a continuing invita- 
tion as a part of the regular work of 
the church. When the results of in- 
difference to religion are so disastrous 
here and. hereafter we are justified in 
utilizing the quickening atmosphere 
Which a revival stimulates, as well as 
calm and continuous persuasion, 

It is hardly necessary to answer the 
third doubt as to the possibility of a 
change of heart. 

If there are any who, like Nicko- 
demus, do not understand how one 
can be born again, they will not be 
changed by argument; only experience 
in their own hearts or actual knowl- 
edge of this miraculous change in the 
hearts of others will persuade them. 
But there are enough of these changes 
to convince the open minded. There 
are many conversions which are as 
sudden, if not as dramatic, as the con- 
version of Paul, and are also as per- 
manent. 

Religion is noteunreasonable; on the 
contrary, while the reason does not 
lead in religious matters—‘‘Canst 
thou by searching find out God? ’— 
still the reason verifies and vindicates 
the action of the heart when the heart 
discovers God. 

No just objection can be made to 
any method that results in bringing 
one into communion with the Al- 
mighty, but for every person led into 
the church by purely intellectual 
processes many are won by the ap- 
peals to the heart which are more 
earnest and sustained in times of re- 
vival than during the ordinary exer- 
cises of the church. 


i like manner, the objections 
against the employment of evan- 
gelists may be classified. Some are 
made to all evangelists—these are an- 
swered in the answer to objection to 
revivals; some are made to the meth- 
ods employed by revivalists. When 
sincere, these should be definitely 
stated and considered on their merits. 

Those who believe in revivals 


ANY of the turning points in life. 


ought to be the first to purge the 
revival of anything objectionable. 
Evangelists are human beings and are 
liable to err, and allowance must be 
made for honest differences. of 
opinion. 

But all other objections are more 
easily dealt with than objections to 


varticular evangelists. Judgments dif- 
fer so widely in regard to persons that 
discussion of such differences is usu- 
ally fruitless. Three rules may be 
suggested for harmonizing differences 
of opinion among those who are anx- 
ious for the extension of Christ’s king- 
dom on earth and for the elimination 
of those who cloak a general hostility 
to revivals under criticism of particu- 
lar men and their methods 

First—lIs the revival a legitimate 
part of the church’s work? History 
gives an affirmative answer: revivals 
have added tremendously to the num- 
ber of members and to the effective- 
ness of church work from the day of 
Pentecost down to the present day. 

Second—lIs a revival needed now? 
Yes, there is scarcely a community 
that is not in need of active, earnest, 
cooperative evangelistic effort. Spe- 
cail meetings bring within the reach 
of the gospel those who do not attend 
regular service. Men, who devote 
their entire time to evangelistic work 
acquire an effeetiveness which is 


scarcely possible among those who 
are occupied in preparing a multitude 
of sermons on a multitude of sub- 
jects. The evangelist can concentrate 
his energies upon large themes—the 
channel is deep because narrow—and, 
besides, he gathers illustrations from 
one revival that can be used in other 
revivals. The specialist has his place 
in religion as well as in business. - 


OW should an evangelist for a 

particular community be select- 
ed? By agreement among those who 
are responsible for the selection, each 
recognizing the right of the majority 
to decide where unanimity is not pos- 
sible. There is no more. excuse for 
obstinacy and self-will among church 
members than among the members of 
business corporations. Spirituality is 
not always measured by positiveness 
of opinion; it may be measured by 
willingness to make concessions in the 
interest of harmony and the public 
weal, 

How shall relative superiority 
among evangelists be determined? 
How better than by the number 
brought to repentance and conver- 
sion? If God gives an evangelist 
‘“‘souls for his hire,”” on what ground 
can his power be questioned? 

Each minister has his own way of 
presenting the message that God gives 
through him—no one can successfully 
imitate another, and it takes all kinds 
of preaching to reach all kinds of peo- 
ple. Let each one speak as God gives 
him speech and employ the methods 
which are suggested to him in answer 
to prayer. P 

But one should be modest about 
the condemnation of the methods of 
another unless his own methods have 
proved more effective in the bringing 
of sinners to Christ. Even the most 
successful evangelist should not bee 
boastful, for minor evangelists may 
reach some hearts that are closed to 
more successful preachers. 

God’s vineyard is large and there 
is work enough for pastor and evan- 
gelist, preacher and layman, men, 
women and children. All should unite 
for the advancement of the kingdom 
of God and for the hastening of the 
reign of Christ, putting to the largest 
possible use both seasons of revival 
and the times intervening between the 
days of Pentecost.

LARGE canoe drifted on murky wate:s 
A white man and three Indians in it cast* 
out lines of wire and drew in fish. The 
water creatures were not large, being 
about the length of a small-mouthed 
bass and as thick of body. But they 
were vicious, ugly brutes that threshed 

the bottom of the boat and bit savagely at wood, 

at each other, at hands that reached to take them. 

The men seized them at the gills, drew the fluke 

hooks from their mouths and tossed them into <= 

an aquarium tank at one end of the boat, preserv- a Sg 

ing the while a wary caution. 

Once a boy made a careless move as he jerked 
at the shaft of a hook. The swift strong jaws 
snapped the thumb between knife-like teeth, and 
with a powerful wrench stripped the flesh and 
muscles from the bone. 

These fearsome creatures were the celebrated 
piranhas or man-eating fishes of the Amazon, 
probably the most ferocious of animal things. 

They were being gathered to act, even as pretty 
girls delight in acting, before the motion picture 
camera. 

Arthur S. Fisher journeyed to South America 
to collect museum specimens and motion picture 
studies for the Academy of Natural Sciences of 
Philadelphia. Large among his ambitions was the project to get a cinematro- 
graphic record of the famous piranha. 

The man-eating fish long has been a mysterious terror. Legends have been 
told of how it attacks and devours alive the unfortunate Brazilian Indian who 
chances into its watery haunts. 

Ex-President Roosevelt during his South American explorations, witnessed 
the incredible ferocity of this fish, and wrote a vivid and spectacular account 
of it in his “through the Brazilian Wilderness.” But still the piranha remained 
little known. Its ways of life were more invested with the fantasy and fright 
of myth than Hluminated with the clear precision of science. 

Now the ubiquitously prying motion picttfre camera was setting its film to 
record the secrets of the finny cannibal. Was the piranha as fierce and blood- 
mad as accounts would have it? | 

A naked Indian came along, paddling a canoe. He swayed carelessly. The 
frail craft overturned, and the man splashed into the water. A numberless 
Shoal of piranhas were instantly upon him. Myriads of sharp teeth nipped 
and gashed the flesh of his legs as his arms oared him to the surface. -He 
kicked and struck out in frantic terror, but the swarming fiends 
closed in upon him, snatching bits of flesh from arms, legs and 
trunk. The churning water turned into a bloody 3 
foam. Despairingly the Indian swam: Now one 
of his fingers was nipped off, then 
one of his toes. A fish leaped from 
the water and bit rav- 
enously into “the soft 
fibers of the throat. 

Madly the doomed 
swimmer tore it away.

water for yards around. A leg muscle eaten 
through and the limb hung still. A score of fish. 
swarmed about and tore at it. Other assailants 
bit away fibers at an armpit and the arm fell limp, 


Still others tore-open the unprotected abdomen. 
The convulsively struggling body sank in a cloud 
of crintson, and at the muddy bottom of the river 
the piranhas completed their savage repast. 


There have been cases where the remains of 
fully clothed men have been found, naked skele- 
tons within the garments. The piranhas, never 
biting at the cloth, had entered the openings at 
arms, legs and neck and had gorged themselves 
until nothing but stripped bones were left. 


The. Fisher expedition collected a large number 
of piranhas and placed them in a large aquarium 
which was furnished with water plants to stimu- 
late living conditions. There the man-eating 
fishes were kept and studied with the motion pic- 
ture camera. 

The result of the study showed that the ferocity” 
of the piranhas has been in nowise overstated. A 
trace of blood in the water drew the fishes like 
so many flashes toward it. They seized upon 
large pieces of flesh and tore them to pieces ina 
frenzy. A mass of sheep’s entrails was put into 
the water and quickly drawn out. The fish-were 
hanging to it and only after many seconds did the 
fierce jaws release and they dropped back into 
the wte-

Aa example of air pressure is 
shown in the second figure in the 
diagram. Place a sheet of writing 
paper or cardboard over the top of 
a tumbler that is either partly .or 
wholiy filled with water.
